( d ) all suits and other legal proceedings 
instituted or which could have been instituted 
by or against the existing Council, immediately 
before that day, may be continued or instituted

( h ) " member " means a member of the 
Council and includes the President and Vice 
-President;

(j) " regulations " means the regulations 
made under this Ordinance ;

Provided that no member shall be removed 
under this clause unless he has been given a 
reasonable opportunity of being heard in the 
matter. 


( f) two members to be nominated by the 
Central Government from amongst the Vice

sub - section ( 3 ) of section 7, be eligible for re 
nomination . 


( g ) four members to be nominated by the 
Council . 


( 2 ) It is hereby declared that the office of the 
member of the Council shall not disqualify its 
holder for being chosen as, or for being , a 
Member of either House of Parliament. 


(6 ) A member may resign his office by writing 
under his hand addressed to the Central 
Government but shall continue in his office until 
his resignation is accepted by that Government. 


( 3 ) A person shall be disqualified for being 
nominated as a member if he

15. Staff of Council . ( 1 ) There shall be a chief 
executive officer of the Council who shall be 
designated as the Director- General and shall be 
affairs appointed by the Ministry of External 
Affairs .

such general direction as may be issued by that 
Government , in consultation with the 
Comptroller and Auditor -General of India . 


16. Functions of Council. The Council shall 
undertake various plans to promote , organise 
and implement various programmes for 
efficiently achieving the objects of the Council 
specified in section 13 and shall also perform 
such other functions as the Central Government 
may , by rules , prescribe . 


( 2 ) The accounts of the Council shall be 
audited by the Comptroller and Auditor -General 
of India and any expenditure incurred by him in 
connection with such audit shall be payable by 
the Council to the Comptroller and Auditor 
-General of India . 


17. Payment to Council. - The Central 
Government may, after due appropriation made 
by Parliament by law in this behalf, pay to the 
Council in each financial year such sums as may 
be considered necessary for the exercise of 
powers and efficient discharge of functions of 
the Council under this Ordinance . 


18. Fund of Council.-- ( 1) The Council shall 
maintain a Fund to which shall be credited

the same to be laid before each House of 
Parliament. 


( 2 ) All moneys credited to the Fund shall be 
deposited in such banks or invested in such 
manner as the Council may, subject to the 
approval of the Central Government, decide. 


( 3 ) The Fund shall be applied towards meeting 
the administrative and other expenses of the 
Council , including expenses incurred in the 
exercise of its powers and discharge of its 
functions under section 16 or in relation to any of 
the activities referred to therein or for anything 
relatable thereto . 


21. Annual report.— The Council shall prepare 
every year, in such form and at such time as may 
be prescribed by rules , an annual report giving 
a true and full account of its activities during the 
previous year and copies thereof shall be 
forwarded to the Central Government and that 
Government shall cause the same to be laid 
before each House of Parliament. 


19. Budget of Council.-- The Council shall 
prepare , in such form and at such time every 
year, as may be prescribed by rules , a budget in 
respect of the financial year next ensuing ,

( 2 ) The accounts of a Food Corporation 
shall be audited annually by the 
Comptroller and Auditor -General of India 
and any expenditure incurred by him in 
connection with such audit shall be 
payable by the Food Corporation to the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General of India .
